“ Republican leaders have misinter­ 
preted the result of the last election 
to be an order signed in blank by 
the American people which they may 
fill in at the dictates of the great 
interests of the country,” 
Senator 
Robert M. LaFollette, Wisconsin, re­ 
publican, told the senate today in 
pleading for an inheritance tax. 
“ Wealth, arrogant in its power is 
running riot,” the youngest senator 
said. 
“The commissions created to 
regulate monopoly and to curb its 
abuses are being packed with indi­ 
viduals who are opposed to the regu­ 
lation of monopoly arid to curbing 
of its abuses. 
“ Gigantic mergers are 
on 
foot. 
They 
are 
being 
formed 
without 
check or hindrance by the 
justice 
department, federal 
trade 
commis­ 
sion or the congress. 
“ An important 
part 
of 
giving 
wealth what it wants is to repeal 
the estates tax. 
The coalition be­ 
tween the democratic and republican 
leaders makes this reactionary step 
possible. 
“ It seems to be an obsession w'ith 
President Coolidge that prosperity is 
dependent on the favor and 
good 
will of organized wealth and that 
moneyed interests must not be dis­ 
turbed or offended. 
He 
feels 
no 
menace to our institution in 'great 
fortunes properly managed.’ 
His 
worship of business, his fear of the 
effect of interference with the work­ 
ings of the monopoly system, cause 
him to go great lengths. 
“The estate tax provides a means 
of reaching the fortunes augmented 
or created by war, which escape tax­ 
ation by evasion or clever manipu­ 
lation. 
It cannot be denied that the 
late war created enormous fortunes. 
In fact many of the great fortunes 
in the United States as 
In 
other 
countries have had their foundation 
in the excessive profits of war. Many 
of 
the fortunes 
already 
existing 
were enormously swollen by war de­ 
partment profits.”

BOOTLEG DRUGGISTS 


Brainerd Dinggist Denounces Dry 
Law Violaters at Con­ 
vention 


CONVENTION OFENED TUESDAY 


2.000 Delegates Meet at Curtis Ho­ 
tel For Four Day 
Session 
Charles 
I). 
Johnson, 
Brainerd 
druggist, opened the 42nd convell 
tion of the Minnesota State Pham 
nceutical association at 
the C u m 
hotel in Minneapolis yesterday, with 
a 
speech 
in 
which he scored 
th 
"bootleg druggists, who set up thei 
business for th*1 sale of i n t o x i c a t e 
beverages.’' 
Mr Johnson is the president of th 
association, and spoke before nearly 
2.000 delegates who had assemblee 
from all over the northwest for th 
four day convention. 
The bootle, 
druggists were condemned as "taint 
cd cattle" by Mr. Johnson, who aug 
gested 
that 
congress 
relieve 
th 
druggist of the responsibility of dis­ 
tributing liquors. 
"I 
favor strongly the resolution 
passed by the New York State P harm 
uceutical association, which petition 
cd Congress to relieve the druggist ot 
the responsibility of distributing in 
toxieating 
beverages,” 
stated 
Mr 
Johnson. 
There are druggists who 
have set up supposedly respectablt 
drug store businesses for no other 
purposes th an to distribute intoxicat 
lug beverages. 
"The tainted cattle in our business 
have given the entire profession 
bad name. 
An act on the part of 
Congress relieving us of th** respon 
nihility 
of 
dis tributing 
intoxicants 
would eliminate the bootleg drug 
gist." 
In his speech, Mr. Johnson con 
demned the present tax of $4.18 i 
gallon on medicinal alcohol as a "tax 
on sick persons.” 
"The report of the Senate finance 
committee repeals the annual tax on 
jewelry of $8,000,000; reduces the 
tax on millionaires’ estates $20,000 
OOO a year; reduces the capital stock 
tax $08,500,000 a year; reduces the 
tax on cigars $17,000,000 and r 
duces

taxes the tax on 75 cent theatre tic 
bets $5,000,000 a year. 
"But it retains the annual war 
tax of $9,000,000 on medicinal alcohol 
an ingredient which is necessary to 
nearly all remedies and liquid rem e­ 
dies.

In order to get a telephone in 
Japan, an application is first filed 
with the government, which owns 
and operates the telephone system. 
But as the demand for telephones 
is so much greater than the ability 
to supply them, fortunate appli­ 
cants have to be selected by lottery.

BUCKY HARRIS IS SHREWD BUSINESS MAN

ager, Bucky Harris, pilot of the Washington Senators, i: one of Hie shrew d­ 
est business men in the major leagues. 
After a threat to give up baseball for the real estate business if he didn’t 
get the salary he wanted, Harris recently signed a three-year conf raft for 
what is said to he worth an aggregate sum of $100,000. 
Then* may be some managers and a player or two who are making 
dough like that out of baseball but anyone who works Clarke Griffith for 
such a salary rates some kind of a decoration. 


A h manager, Harris has an average of .1000 per cent. 
In two years, with 
teams that have been almost outsiders, he has won two American league pen­ 
nants and one world’s championship and has produced 40 per cent in divi­ 
dends for ttie Washington stockholders. 
Three years tigo, after he had tried and fired several managers, Griffith 
pulled a surprise when lie announced that he had appointed Harris as m a n ­ 
ager of the team. 
Previous to that time Harris had been regarded only as a 
second baseman and not a great one at that. 
It was the general opinion that Griffith wanted some one to hold the title 
as manager and let him do the managing hut it was not long until baseball 
men saw that Blicky was not willing to he a. figure head. 
Late in the season of his first year at the head of the club, the Senators 
began to climb and when they started on their last western trip, they were 
standing,for the pennant. 
Griffith went along with Hie club and occupied a box next to the W a sh­ 
ington bench. 
He had .suggestions to offer until one day, according to the 
story told by a prominent American league umpire, H arris got up and told 
him that his presence would be just as desirable at his hotel and from that 
time on, Bucky was the manager an d boss of the club. 
Last winter Harris held out for more money. 
He had to counter the a r ­ 
ginine! that his first victory might have been the result of luck but he suc­ 
ceeded in getting himself a kick in pay. 
Again this winter, along with most of his players, Harris held out for a n ­ 
other salary boost and Griffith was horrified.
